P«ople 
well acquainted with the intentions of 
u the land league state that a rising was 
never intended, at least not at present. 

Dublin, Jan. 5:— At the trial of tra- 
versers, the examination of stenograph • 
ers and reading of notes continued. It is 
evident that one point of the defense 
will be that nearly all the meetings at 
• which the traversers spoke were, sanc- 
tioned by or presided over by Catholic 
clergy. Parnell, • Dillon and Sullivan 
were not present'in court to-day,having 
gone to attend tlie opening of parlia- 
. ment. 

The officers of the Tralee branch of 
, the land league who were arrested to- 
day, have been remanded, bail being re- 
fused. A large force of police escorted 
the prisoners to jail. A crowd assembl- 
ed and threatened the police, but the 
military with fixed bayonets joined the 
police. 

Beiilin, Jan. L— It is thought that 
the govarnment contemplates taking 
advantage of the action of Russia in- 
creasing the duties on imports to urge 
parliament to adopt custom war duties, 
which it has hitherto refused to sanc- 
tion. 

The emperor has received a report 
on excesses of partisans of the anti- 
Jewish agitation on New Year's Eve, 
and has expressed a desire that most 
stringent measures be taken against 
their repetition. 

A dispatch from Berlin states that 
the summoning of the governor of 
Poland from Warsaw is believed at St. 
Petersburg to. be constructed with the 
alleged intention of the czar to confer 
an equality of civic rights on the Poles. 

A. despatch from Lisbon says that 
the news that England has requested 
Portugal to allow British troops to pass 
through Portugese territory to Trans- 
vaal is correct. The government muse 
consult the cortes as a treaty bearing 
on that subject has not yet been ratifi- 
ed. The Dutch government thinks 
that the Boers ought to be considered 
belligerents by the powers. Portugal 
being a neutral state is in a difficult po- 
sition. 

London, Jan. 5.— Sir William Hnrt 
Hyde has resigned the post of conser- 
vative whip, and Rowland Winn has 
been appointed. 

The Pall -Mall Gazette expresses 
strong disapproval of the coercive poli- 
cy for Ireland. A number of provin- 
cial liberal papers coincide with this 
view. There are rumors that Minis- 
ters Bright and Chamberlain are much 
discontented at the recent turn of af 
fairs. 

Berlin, Jan. 0. — The state police 
have discovered a new secret organiza- 
tion of socialism extending over the 
whole of Germany. 

Athexs, Jan. 5. — The Greek army 
will be increased to 80,000. J 

London, Jan. 5. — It is supposed 
that the British steamer Farnley, Capt. 
Appleton, from Savannah, Dec. 8, for 
Reval, has been lost off Lenivig, Den- 
mark. Bales and boats and two dead 
bodies have been washed ashore. 

PAIU3, Jan. 5. — Vignaux says that 
lie will agi-oe to SloBson's challenge for 



a return match if he is allowed to prac- 
tice four hours daily for a fortnight on 
the table which he brought over, and on 
which the last match was playod. 
Vignaux says that he thinks a, suitable 
table can be found in Paris without 
sending to New York. Vignaux de- 
clines Slosson's offer, of expenses to 
New York, as if he went to America 
ho would appeal to nobody for his ex- 
penses. 

Paris, Jan. 5.— Thefunoral of Blan- 
qui took place to-day. A procession of 
30,000 persons followed the remains to 
the cemetery and an enormous crowd 
of spectators lined all the streets through 
which the procession passed. There 
was no disturbance. - Funeral orations 
were, delivered over the tomb. Louiso 
Michel was one of the principal speak- 
ers, and after leaving the comelery she 
received an ovation from tho populaco. 
Henri Rochefort attended, but quitted 
the cemetery before the speeches were 
made.

Dublin, Jan. 6. — Cody, president of 
the Mullingar branch of tho land lea-, 
gue, and twelve members of the" com- 
mittee have been held for trial on a 
charge of Boycotting a farmer named 
Walsh. A monster land meeting was 
held to day at Kinvarra, County Gal- 
way. 

London, Jan. G.— Large quantities 
of ammunition, chiefly buckshot, kas 
been shipped to Ireland. 

Dublin, Jan. G. — Jeremiah Leahy, 
president of the Femes brauch of the 
land leaguo, arrested and jailed yestor- 
day, has reported that the land league 
will summon a national conference 
hero to decide what course to pursue on 
the government land bill. 

London, Jan. 6. — The English 
steamer Harrelda, from Palermo bound 
for Loudon, came in collision with tho 
Spanish steamer Leon, from Liverpool 
for Manila, 12 miles from Cape Roca. 
Both vessels sank. Nine Englishmon 
and fourteen Spaniards were landed at 
Lisbon. Nothing is known of the fate 
of the rest. 

Later — Forty-five of the passengers 
and crew are missing. 

London, Jan. G. — The News says: 
Wo are informed that or. Tuesday the 
pope addressed a pontifical letter to 
the archbishop of Dublin, for imme- 
diate publication, in which, while sym- 
pathizing with the Irish Catholics, and 
desiring improvement in their condi- 
tion, he exhorts them to do nothing 
contrary to law, and declares that Ire- 
land will more readily obtain what she 
wants from the government. The pope 
urges the bishops to take measures in 
order that the Irish people, at such a 
critical period, may act in accordance 
with these exhortations. 

Vienna, Jan. G. — Russia has order, 
ed the withdrawal, of 10,000 men from 
the Chinese frontier that they may go 
to the assistance of the corps operating 
against the Turcomans. 

Constantinople, Jan. 31. — Turkish 
soldiers pursuing Greek brigands on 
tho Turkish 3ide of the frontier havo 
been fired upon by the Greeks. 

London, Jan. 6. — The ship Indian 
Chief, for Middleborough from Yoko- 
hama, has been wrecked near the en- 
trance to tho Thames river. Eighteen 
persons were drowned, and eleven sav- 
ed. 

London, Jan. 7. — Yesterday a large 
steamer was seen to go on Goodwin 
sands and afterwards sink with all 
hands. 

London, Jan. 7.— Tho bark John 
Zittlosen has been sunk in collision. 
Six of her crew are missing. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

Durban, Jan. G. — The Boers are or- 
ganizing Caffres and have the sympa- 
thy of the whole Dutch population and 
some English. 

Durban, Jan. G. — The Boers patrol 
has advanced to within 10 miles of 
Newcastle. Four thousand Boers are 
reported about to attack Wackkerste- 
room. 

London, Jan, 5.— rAn official dis- 
patch from Pietermaritzburg dated to- 
day says that Capt. Lambert, lately a 
prisoner at Weidolberg, has just arriv- 
ed. He was released on parole with 
Capt. Elliott. Both were sent to 
Orange Free State unarmed, but when 
crossing Vaal river tho Boers who ac- 
companied them fired on them and 
Capt. Elliott was killed. Sixty-two 
prisoners of the 9-lth regiment released 
by tho Boers are on their way down. 
Capt. Lambert gives the following ac- 
count of the disaster to the 9-lth on 
the road from Pretoria to Lydenbcrg. 
The detachment was met by two men 
with a letter summoning the colonel 
to surrender and allowing two minutes 
for decision. The colonel refused to 
comply with this demand and formed 
his men, when fire was immediately 
opened on all sides. The officers were 
almost immediately shot down and tho 
force disabled. The colonel then or- 
dered a surrender. Eighty-six were 
buried on tho field and 2G have since 
died. Capt. Lambert estimates the 
mmiber of Boers at Hoidelberg at 8000 



Ho met large numbers of Boers going 
in from Orange Free State, 

The commanding officer at New- 
castle reports that 200 -Boers have on- 
tered Natal and taken up a strong posi- 
tion on the road to Transvaal about 
five miles within tho border! They are 
pushing patrols to a point iG miles 
from Newcastle 

Premier Gladstone replying to a let- 
ter relativo to Transvaal says : ""I • am 
assured that when full information is. 
presented to parliament the govern- 
ment's desire to act with impartial re- 
gard to tho interests and rights of all 
parties concerned will be appreciated. 

Durban, Jan. 5.— Tho president of 
Orange fron state has refused to per- 
mit rebel Basuto chiefs to obtain am- 
munition in his territory. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Jan, G. — Frank N. 
Brown aged 21, was shot by his father, 
special officer Charles A. Brown, to- 
day at their residence, 1G8 Maryer 
street, Williamsburg, while protecting 
his mother from the latter's violence. 
He died this afternoon. Tho father 
surrendered. 

Coalvalk, Kansas, Jan. G. — In 
passing tho open fire place yosterday 
the dress of Miss Davis caught fire. 
She rushed into the yard and a strong 
wind fanned the flumes, so that when 
her frantic mothor attempted to ex- 
tinguish thorn her dress also caught. 
Tho daughter was a blackened corpse 
in a few minutes. The mother lived 
24 hours in great agony. 

New York, Jan. G. — Tho Pout's fin- 
ancial says : — We are informed that 
foreign and domestic subscriptions to 
the §20,000,000 bonds of the N. P. R. 
R. Co. recently offered exceed $50,000- 
000, by far the larger part of tho sub- 
scriptions having been made in Lon- 
don. As a railroad loan negotiation 
this is a success.

3. Tho Returning Oflicor of Yates 
Street Ward shall, on tho second Monday 
in January, 1881, at noon, nominato such 
persons as shall bo put in nomination in 
that behalf by some duly qualified votor 
as candidates for tho said otTIcoa, ns the 
caso may bo. A show of hands shall then 
tako placo and tho said Returning Ofiicer 
shall thereupon doclaro which of the can- 
didates for tho said offices has or have 
boon cloctod by tho show of hands. . 

4. In caso a poll bo duly domandod at tho 
election of a Mayor, tho voto of tho elec- 
tors shall bo taken on tho following day 
at tho now City Hall, Douglas stroot, in 
tho said City of Yictoria, and tho Haid 
poll shall bo cpon i\t 10 o'clock a. m. and 
close at -1 p. m. 

. 5. In cose a poll shall be duly domand- 
cd at tho election of Councillors for any 
Ward in tho said City of Yictoria, tho 
voto of tho electors entitled to voto in 
such Ward shall bo taken on tho day fol- 
lowing tho nomination at the following 
placos, that is to say: 

In Johnson Stroet Ward,- at tho now 

Oitv Hall, Douglas street, in tho said 

City. 

In Yates Streot Ward, at tho Police 
Barracks, Bastion street, id tho said 
City, 

In James Bay Ward, at the Hook and 
Ladder House, in the said City. 
And the said shall bo open at 10 o'clock 
a. m. and close at i pi ;h.. 
. C. In caso of a poll at an election for 
Mayor and Councillors the voto shall bo 
given by ballot. . ' 

7. ' The ballot of each voter shall/ con- 
sist of a paper' (in thin Bylaw called, a bal- 
iot paper) showing tho names and occu- 
pations of tho candidates for tho office of 
Councillor. In Johnson Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, thero shall 
bo an additional ballot paper showing the 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
for tho office of Mayor ; each ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on tho back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
tho same number printed on tho face. At 
the timo of voting tho ballot papor shall 
bo marked on both sides with an official 
mark and dolivcrod to the votor within 
tho polling station, and tho number of 
such voter on tho Registor or List of 
Municipal Voters shall bo marked on tho 
counterfoil, and tho voter, havingsecretly 
marked his voto on the paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote shall place 
it in a closicd box in tho prcsenco of tho 
officer presiding at tho Polling Station 
after having shown to him tho official 
mark on tho back. 

8. Any ballot paper which has not on 
tho back the official mark, or on which 
votes are given to more candidates than 
tho voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything excopt tho said numbor 
on tho' back is writlon or marked by which 
the voto can' bo identified shall bo void 
and not counted. 

9. After tho close of the poll the ballot 
boxes shall bo closed up so as to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballotpapersand 
shall be taken chargo of by tho Returning 
Officer for Yates Street Ward and that 
ofiicer shall in the presence of such of the 
candidates as may bo in attendance, or 
thoir agents, and of the Returning Oiiicer 
open tho ballot boxes at the new Council 
Chambers, Douglas streot , in the said city, 
and ascertain the result of tho poll by 
counting tho votes given to each candi- 
date, and shall forthwith declare to be 
clocted the candidates or candidato to 
whom tho majority of votoa have beer, 
given. 

10. When an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an 
election, and tho addition of a voto would 
entitle any of such candidates to be de- 
clared elected the Returning Officer shall, 
provided ho bo qualified as a Municipal 
elector.givo such additional vote, but shall 
not in any other caso be entitled to vote 
at an election for which ho is Returning 
Officer. 

11. And for the purposo of regulating 
tho mode of procedure at such election and 
of conducting the said polls section one 
of tho Bylaw entitled a "Bylaw to regulate 
the election of a Mayor and Councillors 
fur tho City of Victoria in tho year 1875" 
commencing: If any candidato nominated 
during the timo appointed, etc., togother 
with all the subsequent sections of tho 
staid Bylaw and the schedulo thereto ap- 
pended aro heroby incorporated with this 
Bylaw and shall be read together with 
this Bylaw, as if the same had boon ro- 
onacted, word for word, herein and 
heroby. 

This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Municipal Elections By- 
law, 1881."

A dispatch from London of the 7 th 
inst states that the three Irish land 
commissioners in their report sent to 
the government recommend the adop- 
tion of tho three F.'s, fair rent, free 

,. gales, and fixity of tenure. They admit 
the' principle of free contract ; but in- 
timate- that .practically .such freedom 
does not exist. They propose that rent 
be fixed by tho arbitrators, one repre- 
senting the tenant and the other the 
land, the court with power to summon 
an umpire .if . necessary, and that rent 

.when fixed is to remain unchanged for 

''aryea'rs; ■ They would take away the 
power of eviction except for non-pay- 
ment oLgrent, subletting or waste. 
Occupying tenants are not to be allow- 
ed to "contract themselves out of. the 
act, but non-occupying tenants aro to 
be allowed to do so subject to certain 
limitations, and corporations and limit- 
ed owners should bo enabled, to sell, 
■ tho'-Wmouht" of annual payment not to 
exceed -present rent.

age a new sot of agitators to endeavor 

, to dispossess landlords of there maining 
- vestiges of their rights. Lord Dufferiu 
favors tho systom adopted by the Kua- 
1 sian; serfs, namely, buying up of a largo 

. portion of . tho land in Ireland and con- 
version of tho rents into land charges

. poverty-stricken districts of the west. 

■ He recommends a great system of state 
aided emigration to Manitoba and the 
northwest of Canada to be woi'ked in 
co-operation with the Dominion gov- 
ernment. He points out as tho Catho- 
lic Church is supreme in those parts the 
clergy of Ireland will not oppose emi- 
gration thither as they do emigration 
to the United States.

, ""excited the liveliest apprehensions; and 
as to the condition of affairs there is 
due the early tlato at which Parlia- 
ment has been convened, the policy of 
the government, as foreshadowed in 
the Speech, will be read with deep in- 
terest. Tho government say that tin 
power they now hold is inadequate and 
ask for an extension of power to insure 
for "subjects protection for life and pro- 
perty and liberty of action." This 
means that the party in the cabinet in 
favor of coercion have triumphed and 
that Gladstone has given way to their 
demands. How will Bright and Cham 
deklaix like that ? Can they continue 
to act witli a government which plainly 
declares that the laws now in force aro 
inadequate for tho preservation of 
peace and the security of life in tho 
Emerald Islo, when in their recent 
speeches at Birmingham they declared 
that the ordinary law was sufficient for 
all purposes'!

THE CIVIC ELECTION. 



NOMINATION 



FOR MAYOR AND COUN- 
CILLORS. 



At 12 o'clock yesterday a la' go number 
of of electors gnthoretl in tho spacious 
hall over tho City Council Chambers for 
the purposo of nominating fit and proper 
persons for Mayor and Council during 
the ensuing year. That the interest in 
those important matters is growing from 
year to year is demonstrated by tho in- 
creased attendance at nominations. 

Mr. Returning Officer Bull opened the 
proceedings by calling for nominations for 
Mayor for tho ensuing year, 

Mr. Win, McKay had great pleasure 
in nominating Mr. J. H. Turner for 
Mayor, Ho was well known in tho city, 
having been a resident for 18 years. Ho 
had taken an active part in the question 
of the IslandRailway and,indeod, in every 
other question portaining to the welfare 
of tho city. Ho was largely interested 
in keeping down taxation, as ho waB a 
■ heavy taxpayer himself. Tho electors 
would be consulting their own interests 
by again electing Mr. Turner. 

Mr. A. Wilson seconded. Some ob- 
jections had been raised to a third term; 
but Mr. Turner was tho right man in tho 
right place. 

Mr. Win. A. Robertson nominated Mr. 
John Boyd as a fit and proper person to 
represent tho city as Mayor. He was a 
pioneer and had worked himself up to his 
present position from small beginnings. 
He would be economical in the expendi- 
ture of city revenue. Mr. R. thought that 
tho third term game was pretty well 
played out. Mr. Turner's object was 
very evident in view of distinguished 
visitors coining hero during the summer. 
He characterized the minority in 
the Council to which Mr. Boyd 
belonged as the majority in the 
estimation of tho peoplo and the .Ma- 
jority as tyrants and oppressors. 

Mr. Win, Follard seconded in a few 
remarks eulogistic of Mr. Boyd. 

There being no other nominations, a 
show of hands was taken for Mayor and 
resulted— Boyd, 32; Turner, 28. " A poll 
was demanded for Mr. Turner. 

YATES STREET WARD. 

Mr. J: Jessop, in nominating Mr. G. 
C. W alkcr for Yates Street Ward, said 
that in many things ho differed from Mr. 
Walkor, but he believed in him thorough- 
ly as a Councillor. He was honest, inde- 
pendent and energetic. He told every 
man just what ho thought. Ho always 
said what he meant and meant what ho 
Baid; and would not be led by any party 
or clique. 

Seconded by Mr. J. H. Todd, who con- 
sidered that Capt. Walker would make au 
excellent momber of the Council and hoped 
to see him again in it. 

Mr. W. J. Jefl'rcc nominated Mr. Mau- 
rice Humber for Yates Street Ward. 

Mr. Vigelius seconded. 

Mr. Vigejius nominated Mr. Wriglcs- 
worth. 

Mr. N. Shakespeare seconded. 

Mr. J.H. Todd nominated Mr. G. Man- 
boII. He was an old councillor, and knew 
the ropes thoroughly, therefore ought to 
be elected. 

Mr. C. Gowon nominated Mr. L. Vige- 
lius. Seconded by Mr. Boyd. 

In tho show of hands Walker had 7 ; 
Humber, 14; Wriglesworth, 27; Mansoll, 
26; and Vigelius, 4.0. 

A poll was demanded. 

JOHNSON STREET WARD. 

Mr. Wm. Dalby nominated Mr. John 
Kinsman. Seconded by Mr. T. Styles. 

Mr. Humber nominated Mr. J. W. 
Carey, who, ho was sure, would bo put in 
at the head of the poll. Seconded by Mr. 
Boyd. 

Mr. W. J. Jeflioo nominated Mr. C. 
W. R. Thomson. Seconded by Mr. Chas. 
Hayward. 

Mr. A. Clyde nominated Mr. Shakes- 
peare. Seconded by W. A. Robertson. 

Tho show of hands resulted — Kinsman, 
S3; Carey. 14; Thomson, 2D; Shakespeare, 
42, A poll was demanded.

Mr. Alex. Wilson was nominated by 
Mr. Humber.

This closed the nominations. The re- 
turning officer here statod that he would 
be obliged to retire and wished that a 
chairman should be elected for the rest of 
tho proceedings. ■ 

Mr. James Fell was 
chair pro Ma/ - - 

.'fl'EECUES. 

Mayor Turner, amid milch applause, 
remarked that he was always ready to ex- 
plain anything that ho had boon connected 
with publicly when called upoir to do so. 
He would begin on this oceasiou with the 
"third term" question. He did not 
think for some time that ho would como 
out for the third time, but ho supposed ho 
was gaining in cheek by being connoctod 
with municipal mattersfor so long a time. 
Tho large requisition that had beon 
placed before him to offer again had in- 
duced him to ' offer. He was inter- 
ested strongly in keeping down taxation, 
and it had been kept down as much as 
possible. During tho* past year much 
lad been done with tho revenue that had 
been at tho disposal of the Council. Ho 
considered that it was the duty of the 
electors to keop up. the status of the City 
Council and if reelected ho would ondoav- 
or to do so. There was no one except him- 
self boforo tho olectors who Was tit for tho 
josition of Mayor. (Cheers.) Ho had 
lad an experience of one year of his op- 
ponent and was thereforo qualified to ex- 
press an opinion on this point. Mr. 
Boyd wont into the Council for tho pur- 
pose of getting a rock blastod out on 
Rupert street. Ho was asked for a certain 
sum in aid and then he backod out. 
It was said that Coun. Boyd was a work-, 
ngman. He (Mr. Turner) . was also a 
workingman and had always tried to 
pay his way. Ho considered that Vic- 
toria should bo put into such n condition 
as to make it a desirable place of resort 
for tho neighboring country. He was 
also a firm advocato for Island railway 
construction. Had dono his utmost on 
that question and should not now be put 
out. Ho had not had .time to examine 
the financial statement, but thought it 
was a favorable one. Much had boon ex- 
pended on tho water works. Had it not 
been for that several thousands dollars 
moro would have beon devoted to muni- 
cipal work. There had been ;v large ex- 
penditure for a survey that would not oc- 
cur, again. Tho Club question was then 
entered into. He had always -a dosiro to 
secure some contribution to the city 
revenues from the Club, and asked Mr. 
Wilson to state whether he had not tried 
to get a bill through the Legislature for 
that purposo. 

Mr. W. Wilson, M. P. P., horc stated 
that tho Mayor had endeavored to get 
such a bill through but in consequence of 
some technicality it had failed. 

Mr. Turner in resuming referred to tho 
fact that other provinces taxed bil- 
liard tablos in Clubs, and he wished to 
have tho same law onactod hero, as ho 
was advised that a liquor licenso cannot 
be collected. It a tax could, be imposed 
on tho Club it should be. It would have 
paid at least 8200 last year only for tho 
action of certain membors of tho Council, 
(Cheers.) He left the matter now in tho 
hands of the electors. If again rc-elocted 
he would still do his best for tho interest 
of the city. Mr. Turner retired amid 
much applause. 

(On account of the great pressure of in- 
teresting mattor in our columns we aro 
obliged to epitomize the rest of tho pro- 
ceedings.) 

Mr. John Boyd would not have offered 
for the mayoralty had it not been for tho 
ungontlemanly treatment bo had received 
from tho late mayor; and that he wanted 
to break up tho compact that existed 
against the best interests of tho city. If 
roturned lie would take better euro of the 
city revenue. After referring to the 
Club question and other matters that lie 
considered discreditable to the retiring 
Council, or to the "Richmond Ring" as 
he designated the majority, ho retired 
amid much cheering. 

Mr. L. Vigiloushad had no intention of 
offering for the Council again; but in view 
of tho largo show of hands just accorded, 
him he could not refuse. 

Mr. George Mausell was opposed to a 
''third term" nither for mayor or council, 
and it was against his wish that he again 
offered; but if his services were required 
ho would still do his duty. 

Mr. Wriglosworth promised to servo 
tho electors faithfully if elected. 

Mr. Maurice Humber said that if put 
in, an hp expected to be, he would give 
his time and do his best as a coun- 
cillor. 

Mr. G. C. Walker remarked that he 
was not so good a man physically as ho 
was when in the Council before, but he 
could see some distance round a corner 
with the one eye that ho had left. Ho 
then spoko at considerable length on the 
questions of Island railway, public land- 
ing and tho nocessity of curtailing city ex- 
penditure. 

Mr. N. Shakespoare made a lengthy 
speech in defense of his course in the 
late Council and animadverted severely 
on tho conduct of the mayor and tho ma- 
jority. The action pursued on tho water 
works repairs, the Club, tho election of 
water commissioner, city surveyor, and 
the distribution of city revenue, were un- 
sparingly denounced. He characterized 
the late council as the very worst that tho 
city ever had, and the mayor as boing 
vacillating and not knowing his own 
mind. He asserted that money had boon 
unnecessarily expended; especially §000 
for a new seal that was not required. 

Mr. John Kinsman said that if chosen 
to servo in the Council ho would do his 
duty; but if not he could only stay at 
home as he had beon doing. 

On Mr. Thomson being called on to 
address the meeting Mr. Shakespeare 
asked if he was qualified for the position 
of councillor ? * 

Mr. Thomson replied that if he thought 
that he was not duly qualified ho would 
not havo offered. 

Mr. Shakespeare pressed his objection 
and after considerable discussion, during 
which the city clerk and the collector 
were called upon for information, the de- 
cision was arrived at that Mr. Thomson 
was not qualified. That gentleman there- 
fore said that such being tho opinion of 
tho returning officer ho would step out of 
tho contest. 

Mr. J. W. Carey reviewed the proceed- 
ings of tho Into Council and promised if 
elected to reduco taxation, to regulate tho 
water works, and to stop the annual ex- 
penditure frcrr. 'ncreasing from year to 
year as it had being doing. Tho now 
survey of the city was condemned in toto; 
and olectors were told that the result of 
it would bo ruinous litigation. He went 
after the city landing question and con- 
cluded by regretting tho retirement of 



Mr.' Thomson, as he might be defeated in 
consequence. 

Mr. A, Jack stated that he was not a 
candidate and that ho declined l'to go to 

Mr. Alex.. Wilson commonded the 
action of the taxpayers in rejecting the 
870,000 bylaw. He djd not like tho way 
business' had been carried on in many 
particulars. Ho thought expenditure 
might be reduced in' several ways, some 
of which ho pointed out. 

(Tho reporter at this stage of .the pro- 
ceedings, had to move Ins quarters . in 
consequonco of leakage.froni the roof of 
the building.) 

Mr. A. J. Smith defended his co urse 
in the lato council at some longth and re- 
plied to the remarks of former speakers 
on tho city survey, landing and water 
work's questions. 

Mr. McLean would not occupy time 
and merely combatted some objections 
that had beon made against his record in 
the late Council. That record ho wasn't 
ashamed of. He had tried to do his ut- 
most in forwarding tho best interests of tho 
city; and if elected to stay at home ho 
would not bo sorry, as h6 rould then 
smoke his pipe and enjoy himself. 

Tho chairman did not know whether or 
not thoro was a ring in last ' Council, but 
there certii ily was one in that which got 
tlw hall erected in which thoy wore than 
assembled. A more disgraceful job was 
nover perpetrated by any Council. The 
roof was leaking everywhere; daylight 
might bo soon through the brick wall in 
many places. Ho would not say any moro 
but bring the proceedings to a termina- 
tion. 

A vote of thanks to the returning offi- 
cer, amlpro. tern, chairman of the meeting 
was then carried by acclamation and the 
crowd, which had gradually been getting 
smaller, dispersed. 



A FRIGHTFUL "MURDER. 

A "_"cm_g Lady's HcadiToarly Sovorod 
from'.Hor Body. 

Xow Zealand papors record the cruel 
murder near New Plymouth of a young 
lady named Dobie, aged nineteen yoars. 
The young lady was attached to the Lond- 
on Graphic, staff and loft hor hotel on tho 
afternoon of November 2ti, for the pur- 
poso of sketching thoy'sceno of a recent 
shipwreck at To Ngamu Bay. Her way 
led through a pioce of wood in which her 
body was afterwards, found with tho 
head nearly severed. A white man and 
a Maori wero taken into custody on sus- 
picion. The verdict of tho coroner's jury 
cleared the whito man, but implicated tho 
Maori, whereupon tho latter confessed 
the crime which would appear to ■ havo 
beon deliberately planned, the murderer 
having put on two pairs of pants and 
after the deed had been committed 
threw the otitor or bloody pair away. 
The ownership of the trowsers was traced 
to him and on his shirt was found a long 
blondo hair which matched the hair of 
the murdered girl. Her father was Ma- 
jor Herbert Mayno Dobie, of the 30th 
Native Infantry, Madras army. Ho died 
in India on active service. There wero 
six children — threo sons and throo 
daughters. She was third and youngest 
daughter. The oldest daughter is in 
England married. The youngest brothor 
is Herbert Dobie, an officer in tho Auck- 
land railway dopartmiut, The oldest 
brother is an officer in tho Horse Artil- 
lery, and the bocoihI oldest is an army 
surgeon. Nearly all the sketches of New 
Zealand scenery in tho London Graphic 
wore the product of hnr pencil. In that 
journal was published recently "A Rido 
by two Auckland Ladies through tho 
Northern Districts of tho Colony," illus- 
trated by sketches. Miss Dobie was one 
of these ladies. Miss Dobie's mothor is 
sister of Mr. Frodk. Locker, editor and 
proprietor of tho Graphic. Last year, 
through a love of art, Miss Dobie, and 
her sister, Mrs. Goring, took a trip to 
Fiji, accompanied by Mr. Herbert Dobie. 
Whon in Fiji they wero tho guests of Sir 
Arthur Gordon. His Excellency, whon 
he heard tho tidings of Miss Dobio's 
murder, was greatly shocked and 
grieved, as lie greatly admired tho talent 
of the young lady. A few months ago a 
performance by somo amateur theatricals 
took place in the Choral Hall for a bene- 
volent object, in which Miss Dobie sus- 
tained tho role of Lydia Languish in 
Sheridan's comedy of. "The Rivals," and 
her graceful impersonation of that diffi- 
cult part was much commended at the 
time. The tidings of the terrible tragedy 
has caused quite a gloom throughout the 
colony, and much sympathy is felt for be- 
reaved relatives. 



'SuiTpo33i ^7raok—Tho Glenfru_v 

The 'ffregoiiiau of tho 9th mentions the 
fuofc that wreckage is coming ashore on 
Clatsop Beach, Oregon, and from its ap- 
pearance it is supposed to bo from the 
British iron bark Lapata, overduo at Col- 
umbia river for wheat. Tho same paper 
states that the wreckage come3 from the 
barque Glenfruin, lately abandoned in a 
sinking condition off Vancouver Island ; 
but the Glonfruin was a wooden vessel and 
the wreckage is said to be such as would 
come from an iron vessel. It i3 added 
that the Glonfruin, when sho arrived off 
Columbia on the _th December was offer- 
ed a tow into the river, which the captain 
declined, although his vessel had then 
lost her foretbpgalla'nt and jibboom. The 
captain of the schooner Anna Beck lias 
sounded and finds tho Glenfrnin lying in 
deep wator at tho very mouth of Barclay 
Sound and directly. in the path of vessels 
bound in or out. We therefore doubt if the 
wrcckago '. found on Clatsop beach came 
from the Glenfrnin. Somo two weeks ago 
an iron ship bound for Burrard Inlet was 
spoken off Capo Flattery. This vessol has 
not since arrived and it will probably bo 
found that the wreckage described by tho 
Orerjoniun camo from that vessel; for if 
she is not lost, why has she not reached 
port I

The captain of the ship Majestic, arriv- 
ed at Soattlo, reports on Friday, tho 31st 
ult., when in latitude 48° 30' longitude 
127' 40' his ship passed through a mass of 
wreckage, as from tho cabin of a vessel. 
The wreckage contained a table, carpets 
and other pieces of furniture belonging to 
a ship's cabin. 

The Post says Mr. H. Villard, now in 
New York, has pur based a controlling in- 
terest in the Newcastle coal mine at Se- 
attle Ho has also bought another and 
larger steamship for the trade between 
Seattlo and San Francisco. This lust may 
possibly refer to the 3000-ton vessol men- 
tioned in our telegrams of last Monday; 
but it is not likely, as the dispatch from 
Mr. Villard stated that he had yesterday 
purchased tho ship. If this latter suppo 
sition be true Mr. Villard lias purchased 
and contracted for the building of four 
first-class steamships, with an avorage 
tonnage of twelve thousand tons carrying 
capacity. 

Pout Townsend, Jan. 5. — A strong 
westc .y wind to-day drove the bark Da- 
vid Hoadley clear on shore, her ballast 
having been discharged, and it is difficult 
if she can now bo saved. 

To put an end to an alleged anomaly 
and to simplify matters a new -system of 
measuring the hours from 1 to 24, in- 
stead of from 1 to 12 twice each day, is 
suggested.

BRITISH PARLIAMENTARY NOTES 



THE QUEEN'S SPEECH. 
Tho Ball Fairly Rolllnff.

London, Jan. G. — The Queen in a 
speech opening parliament says : 

My Lords and Gentlemen : I have 
called you at a period earlier than us- 
ual, to tho resumption of your labors, 
as somo affairs of more than common 
urgency demand your attention. My 
relations with foreign powers continue 
friendly and harmonious. The ques- 
tion relating to tho frontier botween 
Turkey and Montenegro has beon solv- 
d. The powers are now engaged in 
communications which have in view 
tho determination of a frontier between 
Turkey and Greece. Some important 
portions of tho treaty of Berlin, which 
have so long remained without fulfil- 
ment, continue to form au object of my 
anxious attention. A rising in the 
Transvaal has recently imposed upon 
me the duties of taking military " mea- 
sures, with a view to prompt vindica- 
tion of my authority, and has of neces- 
sity sot aside for a time any plan se- 
curing to European settlers that full 
control over their own local affairs 
without prejudice to the interests of 
the natives which I had been desirous 
to confer. I regret that tho war in 
Bauito land continues, notwithstanding 
the efforts of the Cape government. It 
would cause mo much satisfaction if a 
suitable occasion should prevent itself 
for friendly action on my part with a 
viow of the restoration of peace. The 
war in Afghanistan has been brought 
to a close, and with the exception of 
the Candahar force my troops have 
been recalled within the India frontier 
It is not my intention that tho occupa- 
tion of Candahar shall be permanently 
maintained, but still the unsettled con- 
dition of tho country and the conse- 
quent difficulty of establishing a 
native government, have delayed for a 
time the withdrawal of my army from 
that position. 

Trade is gradually improving, and 
abundant harvests have greatly de- 
creased the distress in Ireland, but 1 
grieve to state that the social condi- 
tions of that country have assumed an 
alarming character. Agrarian crimes 
in gmeral have multiplied far beyond 
the experience of recent years. At- 
tempts on life have now grown in the 
same x proportion as other offences, but 
I must add that efforts ara being made 
for personal protection far beyond all 
former, precedent by police under direc- 
tion of the executive. T have to notice 
other evils yot more widely spread. 
Tho administration of justice has been 
frustrated with respect to these offences 
through the impossibility of procuring 
evidence, and an extended system of 
terror has thus been established in var- 
ious parts of the country which has 
paralyzed almost alike the exercise of 
private rights and the performance of 
civil duties. This state of things is 
new in some important respects and 
henco with little of availnblo guidancc- 
froin former precedent, 1 have deem- 
ed it right to put in use the ordinary 
powers of law before making any de- 
mand ;but a demonstration of insufficiency 
amply supplied by the present circum- 
stances of the country leads me now to 
apprise you that proposals will be immed- 
iately submitted to you for entrusting me 
with additional powers necessary in my 
judgment not only for tho vindication of 
law and publiepeace but likewise to secure 
on behalf of my subjects protection for 
life and property and personal liberty of 
action, subject to primary and imperious 
obligations to which I have just referred. 
I continue to desire, not less than hereto- 
fore, to prosecute tho removal of grievances 
and work of the legislature for improve- 
ment in Ireland as well as in Great Britain. 
The Irish land act of 1870 has beon pro- 
ductive of great benofits and has much 
contributed to tho security and compara- 
tive well being of the occupiers of tho 
soil without diminishing the valuo or dis- 
turbing tho foundations of property. In 
some respects, however, and more par- 
ticularly under the strain of recent and 
calamitious yoars, the protection which it 
supplied has not been found sufficient 
either in Ulstor or in other provinces. I 
recommend you to undertake further do- 
velopinont of its principles in a manner 
conformable to the special wants of Ire- 
land both as regards the relation of land- 
lord and tenants, and with a viow to ef- 
fective efforts for giving to a largor por- 
tion of the people by purchase of a per- 
manent proprietory interest in tho soil. 
This legislation will require a removal for 
the purposes in viow of all obstacles ar- 
ising out of limitation on the ownership 
of proprty with due provision for securi- 
ty of the interests involved. A measure 
will be submitted for the establishment of 
a " county government in Iroland founded 
upon roprosentativo principles and framed 
with a doublo aim of confirming popular 
control over expenditures andof supplying 
a yet moro serious want by extending the 
formation of habits of local government. 

Tho Queen enumerates different matters 
of English domestic policy which will be 
laid before parliament and concludos with 
a bonedictiou and commendation of her 
people to Divino caro. 

London, Jan. 0. — In the house of lords 
to-night tho EarlofBeaconsfield, although 
he disclaimed tho intention of entering 
upon any argument, mado a long speech. 
He declared that the accession of the pre- 
sent govorns",nut has unsettled everything 
in Europe, Asia and Iroland, by reversing 
the polioy of thoir predecessors at the 
timo of whoso overthrow peace was assur- 
edj Ho strongly denounced tho conduct

We aro indebted to the Custom-house j 8l "cs in Ireland, and said that the circum- 
stances warranted an amendment to tho 
address in that sense, but tho state of 
Iroland required speedy measures. He 
theroforo recommended that tho house 
proceed immediately to discuss minister- 
ial measures for restoring order and lib- 
erty to the long-suffering subjects of tho 
Quoon. 

After Lord Granville and others had 
spoken, an address in reply to the speech 
from tho throne was agreed to. 

Lord Granville said that tho govern- 
ment had refrained from asking for ex- 
traordinary power? earlier because un- 
willing to apply repression without reme- 
dial measures. If the government wero 
onablcd to permanently improve the posi- 
tion of the peasants ho believed that pros- 
perity and order would bo restored. 

The Duke of Marlborough, conserva- 
tive, thought that the present system of 
administration would bo productive of 
most serious consnnuenccs. 

Earl Spencer, lord president _ of tho 
council, denied thai the government was 
responsible for the existence of the land 
lodguo, 

Tho Earl of Kimberly, colonial secreta- 
ry, said that if a conspiracy really existed 
to separate Ireland from England, par- 
liament by refusing to romedy evils would 
be only playing into the hands of the con- 
npirators. 

The House of Commons re-assembled 
for an evening session, Tho attendanco 
was very largo. Goschon, minister to 
Turkey, was present, Ministers on on- 
toring the house were cheered by their 
supporters. Premier Gladstone ontorod, 
and immediately after him came Parnell. 
Both wore loudly cheered, tho homo rulers 
boing especially demonstrative. 

Forstor, chiof secretary for Ireland, 
gave notice that ho would move to-mor- 
row'a bill for bettor protection of porsons 
and property in Iroluud ; also a bill re- 
specting tho carrying of arms. Cheers 
reoted tho announcement of theso mea- 
sures. 

Parnell gave notico that ho would op- 
poso theso bills. 

Gladstone announcod amid cheers that 
he would movo on Monday that tho bills 
just announced havo precedence ovcry 
day over all other matter until thoy wore 
passed. 

Parnoll gave notico that lie will shortly 
call attention to tho relations between 
England and Iroland, and ho will movo a 
roBolution. 

Labouchero (advanced liberal) said that 
ho would shortly movo that tho hereditary 
chamber cannot be a pormanont institu- 
tion. 

Parnoll gavo notico that ho would movo 
for a solect committoe to inquiro into al- 
leged outrages in Ireland. 

John Simon (liberal roformer) gavo no- 
tice that he would movo tho restitution of 
Transvaal. 

Various questions as to tho legality of 
tho proceedings against members of the 
land league, wero announced, including 
two by Parnell. Ho also gavo notico of 
an amendment to tho address to the 
Queen, declaring that poaco cannot bo 
promoted by a suspension of tho constitu- 
tion. 

Justin McCarthy gave notico of an 
amendment agreod upon by tho homo rule 
members praying tho Queen to refrain 
from employing tho navy, police and mili- 
tary in enforcing ejectments whero rents 
exceod tho poor law valuation ponding 
consideration by parliament of the land 
bill. 

Sir Stafford Northcoto said that he 
could not congratuluto tho government on 
the state of affairs in the east. Ho attack- 
ed tho government for abandoning tho 
Irish peace preservation act and for not 
resorting to coercion long ago. The gov- 
ernment had brokon down in Iroland and 
tho mischief dono was incalculable. The 
government had been guilty of criminal 
neglect. Ho refused to bolievo that any 
tinkering of tho land law would effect- 
ually settle tho question. Information 
had reached him that not IV tenth part of 
tho outrages committed wore reported and 
that mischief was growing. 

Gladstone replied there was no serious 
difficulty to approhend in regard to- 
the Greek frontior question. Every stop 
taken had beon taken in concert with 
other powors which was tho best method 
for solution of the question. Tho govern- 
ment was not rosponsiblo for tho Basutos 
war. The late government had not re- 
commended renewal of the Irish peace 
preservation act. If there was any con- 
sure in connection with the subject, it be- 
longed to the late government and not to 
tho government which only succeoded to 
office when the act had lapsed and which 
it could only renew- As to accusations 
against the executive, it was a fact that 
wherever thoy had prohibited a mooting, 
that meeting was not held. Tho govern- 
ment thought they were bound to try tho 
offect of oxisting laws. They had not, like 
the late. government, arrested three insig- 
nificant persons who wero nover brought, 
to trial. Crime and violence had prevail- 
ed in Ireland to a far greater extent than 
now. He would not admit that the land 



tacked tho government for its dilatori- 
ness and denouncing tho mnd league the 
debate was adjourned.
